talk about welfare increases with- 
out talking about welfare reform.” 

The welfare system is the pro- 
duct of the depression era, when 
millions were dislocated from the 
workplace and early widowhood 
was a fairly common pheno- 
menon, even though divorce was 
not. The “widows and orphans” 
notion of assistance was accepta- 
ble in that day; so was the notion 
that welfare was just a temporary 
thing, a little help to get back on 
one’s feet. 

For half the people in the sys- 
tem, as Kean would note, that is 


true. Yet forthe otherhalf,itseems ' 


to become, in his words, a “trap” 
which sucks thousands and thou- 
sands deeper and deeper into its 
vortex. 

In addition, while the program 
little changed over 50 years, 
society has changed tremend- 
ously. Rates of unwed mother- 
hood, among Blacks and whites, 
have skyrocketed since the 1930s. 
Divorce rates have skyrocketed. At 
the same time, opportunities for 
unskilled labor have declined, and 
the value of unskilled labor has 
declined. When_the minimum 
wage (another depression-era 
measure) was first created it was 
pegged at about half the average 
annual wage. Its value is substan- 
tially less than that now. 

On top of all those factors, the 
price of medical care has 
exploded. One of the major factors 
that keep many‘ otherwise 
employable mothers witti young 
children out of the workplace and 
on welfare is the knowledge that 
potential employers often offer 

benefits than those available 
to the welfare recipient, particu- 
larly the medical card. 

These factors seem to create a 
strong class of recipients which 
varies little between

“I've had Black people criticize 
me for working for a welfare 
increase.

One of the other major concerns 
that Miller has is that someone 
sympathetic to the plight of the 
poor directs welfare reform. 

“If we don't provide the leader- 
ship, the (consérvatives) will be 
adopted in the absence of us tak- 
ing the initiative,” Miller asserted. 
For example, Fox had proposed 
the cutting off of general relief 
benefits for any adult male who did 
not have a high school diploma or 
GED. Although Miller rejected the 
proposal, he knew “that's an 
attractive kind of Proposal to alot 
of people.”

by Downtown theaters and res- 
taurants as late as the 1940's. 

The Columbus Bar Associa- 

tion and the CALL & POST are 
commemorating Law Day 
(May 1) by paying tribute to the 
Vanguard League and its 
leader Frank Scherer. Together, 
they forced Downtown busi- 
nessmen to open their doors to 
everyone. 

According to Barbie Dur- 
ham, an active member of the 
Vanguard League, Scherer 
was ‘’a very forceful and 
dynamic person. He was one of 
the few people who was willing 
to step forward in times of 
crisis.” 

Scherer, who died in 1971, 


;, believed the time had come.to 


desegregate Downtown theat- 


ers and restaurants. 

Durham said, “On the rare 
occasions that Black were 
admitted to the theatres, they 
had to sit in the gallery. Some 
Black got in by passing (for\ 
white).” 

In December 1940, the Van- 
guard League began picketing 
theaters every night. To further 
menace theater owners, pro- 
testors would approach the 
box office, ask to purchase a 
ticket and would be denied 
(just to make sure Columbus’ 
version of the Jim Crow Laws 
were still intact). 

At that time, Columbus had 
three downtown theaters: the 
Lowe's Ohio (Ohio Theatre), 
RKO Palace (Palace Theater), 
and the Hartman Theater (for- 
merly_on. the corner of State 
and Third Sts.). The Hartman 
featured live entertainment 
and permitted Blacks to enter 
froma side door where they sat 
in “the peanut gallery,” an 
eyewitness remembered. 

The League augmented the 
protesting by filing lawsuits 
against the theatre owners, 
which charged them with vio- 
lating Ohio Civil Rights Laws. 
These lawsuits were filed by 
Attorney William Brooks, cur- 
rent PUCO (Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio) com- 
missioner. 


Attorney discusses 
need for Law Day

Tomorrow (May 1) is Law 
Day. A day when Americans 
traditionally compare the 
American way of life with the 
communist way of life..‘Today, 
as Soviet power is reflectedina 
mammoth Red Square display 
of the weapons of destruction. 

Black Americans, like all 
other Americans, can be thank- 
ful for being Americans. We 
should not confuse being 
thankful for being Americans 
with being satisfied with Amer- 
ica. There has been a signifi- 
cant decline in America's 
commitment to an equal 
society. This year we should all 
be concerned with this decline. 

Black men have been chased 
to their death in New York 
because of their race. We have 
returned to protest marches of 
the 60's to combat an all white 
Georiga county. 


By thie summers of 1941, the 
protesting and the pending lit- 
igation paid off. The theater 
owners changed their policy 
and granted unconditional 
admission to Blacks. 


With the color barrier broken 
in Downtown theaters, 
Scherer, a law student at 
Franklin University, and the 
League set their sights on four 
Downtown restaurants: the 
Millcrest (located in the 
Deshler Hotel on Broad and 
High Sts.), QCB (on S. High St. 
near Broad St.), Marzetti’s Res- 
taurant (16 E. Broad St.), and 
the Seatood Bay (on Spring St. 
near High St.). These restau- 
rants are no longer in business. 


The restaurants only opened 
‘their doors to Blacks after 


“\'Scherer and the League threa- 
tened to file’ 15 lawsuits simul-~ 


taneously against the Ohio 
Restaurant Association, said 
Wylie Bates, a close friend of 
Scherer. 


In 1948, Scherer lead 
another important legal battle; 
this time against the Columbus 
Metropolitan Housing Author- 
ity (CMHA). Blacks in need of 
public housing during that 
time period were only permit- 
ted to live in Poindexter 
Village, . 


A baseball executive admit- 
ted to the racism existing in 
sports. The overall acceptance 
of racism was again highligh- 
ted last week when the U.S. 
Supreme Court sanctioned 
bias in death sentencing. 

Locally, we have no judges 
above municipal court level. 
Perhaps this will change since 
the governor must appoint a 
replacement for the late Judge 
Rader. The incidences of racial 
graffiti on the OSU campus. 
For the Elliott Club, Black law- 
yers still are not full partici- 
pants in the legal profession. 

It is time for those with more 
than fair weather dedication to 
demand that there be no with- 
drawal of previously won, 
rights. The commitment of all’ 
persons fo the full participation 
of Blacks in every facet of our 
society should not be ques- 
tionable. We must stand and . 
speak not only about injustice ~ 
abroad, but also here at home.

Consider COTA as our first example. When 
COTA" decided to relocate from the old bus 
station on Rich Street, it needed a demolition 
contractor. to level the old site. COTA con- 
tacted the Columbus MBDC for a list of MBE 
demolition contractors. Fhe Columbus MBDC 
checked its client-listing from which it made a 
recommendation to COTA. Unfortunately, the 
contractor lost the bid, but by only $400.00! 
The point however is that COTA knew that 
it could utilize its network with the Columbus 
MBDC to obtain respectable recommendations, 
one of which was obviously competitive. 


The Columbus MBDC - through its network 
with the State of Ohio - referred another of 
its clients, Carl Brown of CARL BROWN 
IGA, for a food products bid with the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation/Corrections. 
Brown was successful in winning that bid. 
Also, resulting from many successful contracts 
in the retail market, Brown was subsequently 
recommended by, the Columbus MBDC for 
the Columbus Minority Retailer Award, as 
well.

It was 
through his relationship, with his father-inlaw, 
Alphonso Fox (a master plumber), that Turner’ 
construction career began. He worked with Fox 
for about three years before taking a position 
with Kokosing Construction, formerly Wonder 
Construction. (Kokosing purchased Wonder, a 
water treatment and waste water treatment 
construction business). } 


Similar to the later part of Tumer’ career 
path, Young also served in the armed services, 
the Corp- of Engineers_with the U.S. Marines. 
When his tour was complete in 1954, he went 
to work directly in construction. He was’ a 
foreman at Wonder Construction when he met 
Turner. The two have known and worked 
with one another for at least fourteen years. 


It was during the early 1980s that Turner 

_ and Young seriously considered starting their 

business. It did not take long for them to 

realize that, “although they knew the field-end 

of the business, they knew very little about 
business management.” ‘ 


Their first step involved incorporating as 
T & Y Construction, Inc. (on February 17,1984) 
and obtaining a federal identification number. 
“In fact,” says Young, “we really didn’t know 
about things such as start-up capital. We had 
just enough money to get incorporated!” 


Next, partners Turner and Young began putting 
together bid packages to try and get government 
jobs. That’s when they met Michael Gordon 
with the city of Columbus’ Minority/F ‘emale 
Business Development Division. ‘Mike coun- 
selled us on the real business-end, paperwork,” 
says Turner. “It was Mike’s counsel that pre- 
pared us for our first successful job with Bates 
and Rogers of. Chicago,” both men agree. That 
job was a city-awarded project on the Southerly 
Waste Water Treatment Plant in the amount of 
$120,000.00. It took both Turner and Young 
and three other laborers four months to com- 
plete it and they did so, well-within budget and 
schedule. , 


“We try very hard to get our jobs done 
ahead of time and within budget and this only 
happens with experience. We have jobs across 
Ohio: ranging from Barberton to Buckeye Lake, 
Ironton, Chillicothe, Columbus, Millersport, 
Pickerington, Newark and Wooster,” state the 
proud partners. J 


T & Y’s decision to locate in the Redwood 
Bidg., 815 East Mound Street, Columbus, was 
due primarily to the resources of the’ facility: 
access to drawings and related minority pro- 
fessionals and contractors, “For example,” 
says Young, “both the city of Columbus and 
the state of Ohio have contractor assistance 
staff in this office building. Those-staff helped 
us get our city and state minority business 
(MBE) certification.” Also, he continues, “, 
lot of leg-work has been taken care of simply 
because we're located here.”

-Blacks and college careers 


Itis spring, and for many this is 
a time of beginnings. For many 
Columbus students, this is also 
the case: as they end a high 
school career, many are begin- 
ning new educational vistas as 
they prepare for college. 
Yet, unfortunately, for too 
many Black students, spring is 
an end. Black college enroliment 
nationwide and in Ohio, which 
peaked in the mid 1970s, has 
been declining for several years. 
_ Blacks now comprise less than 
10 percent of the students in uni- 
versities nationwide. Among 
Ohio's 4-year institutions, only at 
Central State University, at 75 
percent, is the percentage of 
Blacks in the college community 
higher than that in the surround- 
ing community at large. Ohio 
State University has a Black stu- 
dent enrollment which has been 
drapping since 1976, and is now 
less than 6 percent. 

_ _ This bothers us. We know what 
Blacks have known for years -- 
that education is critical to our 
advancement and development 
as a people. Black parents have 
always stressed the long-term 
benefits of a higher education, 
against the short-term advan- 
tages of an immediate career, 
because they knew what the 
social scientists are just now 
finding out: That college gradu- 
ates have, over their working life- 
time, a substantially higher 
income than non-graduates. 

That is why we are concerned 
that fewer and fewer Blacks are

of the United States told America 
that a Black man had no rights 
that the law had to respect. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
recently made a similar decision 
in the death penalty case against 
Warren McCleskey, a Black 
Georgian, convicted of murder- 
ing a white police offiter. 

The court could not deny thata 
study showed that the killers of 
whites in Georgia were 11 times 
more likely to be sent to the chair 
than the killers of Blacks. The 
court did not deny that Blacks as 
a whole were three times likelier 
to get the chair than whites. 

In language far more sanitized 
than that in the infamous Dred 
Scott decision, the court came to 
the same conclusion: A Black 


: life, whether that of the criminal 


or of his victim, is less valuable 
than that of a white. 

“Disparities in sentencing are 
an inevitable part of our criminal 
justice system," Justice Lewis 
Powell said on behalf of the 
court. Sentencing thus bears 
“some risk of racial prejudice 
influencing a jury's decision.” 

Yet, the McCleskey appeal, 
Powell argued, “challenge(s) the 
validity of capital punishment in 
our multiracial society" and “the 
principles that underlie our 
entire criminal justice system,” 
especially the appropriateness 
of individual review of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding every 
case. 

In onesense, Powell was right. 
There is a proper challenge to 
the validity of capital punishment

in our society. The life of a Black 
man, the court seems to say, isa 
small price to pay to maintain a 
system that allows‘people to be 
killed for the killing of another. 

In this and another ruling, in 
which the court held that non- 
triggermen could be convicted of 
a capital offense even if they did 
not intend for anyone to be 
killed, the court is yielding to a 
national bloodlust. 

Blacks are often the victims of 
violent crimes, even murder. 
Blacks, however, face a double 
whammy under the court's rul- 
ing. The court closes its eyes toa 
history of whites being slapped 
on the wrist for the murder of 
Blacks -- a history that goes back 
to slavery and the logic of the 
Dred Scott decision -- even as it 
assures that Blacks will be exe- 
cuted simply because they killed 
whites. Not only that, the court 
adds insult to injury by arguing 
that this type capricious and 
racist reasoning is part of the 
glory of the system! 

In Ohio alone, only one white 
man is on death row for killing a 
Black. Of the 72 persons on 
death row, 36 are white and 34 
are Black; 46 of the victims are 
white. 


it has been 130 years since the 
Dred Scott decision. But one 
thing remains clear: Death 
penalty sentencing remains a 
function of race, to the detriment 
of Black people. It is clear from 
the Supreme Court's reasoning 
that Blacks still, in the court sys- 
tem, have few rights that whites 
must consider, particularly if it is 
a matter of life and death.

In observance of May as 
Better Hearing and Speech 
Month, the Ohio-Northeast 
Coast Affiliate of the National 
Black Association for Speech, 
Language, and Hearing 


(NBASLH) offers the follow- 
ing information as acommun- 
ity service: 

Do you know anyone whose 
speech is difficult to under- 
stand or someone who 
stammers and stutters when 
speaking? Have you known 
anyone who lost the ability to 
communicate after a stroke or 
head injury? Have you ever 
spoken with a mother who 
was concerned because her 
child had not started talking 
yet? Do you know anyone 
who wears or needs a hearing 
aid? These are a few of the 
situations where the services 
of a speech language pathol- 
ogist or an audiologist is 
needed. 

A speech language pathol- 
ogist is an individual with a 
degree and certification in 
speech/language pathology 
who is qualified to diagnose 
speech, language, and voice 
disorders and to prescribe 
and implement therapeutic 
methods. An audiologist is an 
individual with a degree and 
certification in audiology who 
conducts testing to find hear- 
ing problems and provides 
services for those with a hear- 
ing impairment. 

An estimated 24 million 
people in the United States, 
about 10 percent of the popu- 


lation, suffer trom hearing, 
speech, or language handic- 
aps. That includes infants, 
preschoolers, school-age 
children, teens and adults. 

Speech and hearing servi- 
ces are available at many con- 
venient locations in our area 
such as: public and private 
schools, hospitals, commun- 
ity clinics, nursing homes, 
rehabilitation centers, colle- 
ge/university clinics, state 
and local health departments, 
day care centers, and private 
practice. 

In many cases, services can 
be paid for my medicaid or 
other insurance coverage or 
with a sliding scale of fees. 

Perhaps someone reading 
this is interested in a career in 
speech/language pathology 
or audiology. Several univer- 
sities in Ohio are involved in 
minority recruitment in this 
field: University of Cincinnati, 
Bowling Green State Univer- 


‘sity, Kent State University, 


Miami University, Ohio State 
University, Ohio University. 

Many institutions with a 
Black heritage offer programs 
in speech/Language pathol- 
ogy, and audiology such as: 
Alabama A and M University, 
Grambling State University, 
Hampton Institute, Howard 
University, Jackson State 
University, University of the 
District of Columbia, Tennes- 
see State University.

Drug awareness 


comic book gets 
message to teens 


Elementary school students in Columbus are learning the 
dangers of drug abuse from some unlikely sources -- comic 
book heroes. 

The heroes are “The New Teen Titans,” seven teenagers 
who fight against evil in a comic book by DC Comics, Inc. This 
special drug awareness edition is part of an educational kit 
being distributed nationwide to about 35,000 elementary 
schools and other organizations. 

In all, some 1.4 million youngsters across the country will 
receive the comics as part of a coopoerative campaign against 
drug abuse by the White House, the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion, IBM, DC Comics, and the National Federation of Parents 
for Drug-Free Youth. 

The educational comic book, entitled “Problem Child,” is the 
story of a boy named Jesse and his drug-addicted older 
brother. Youngsters and instructors-discuss the dangers of 
drug abuse while following a tale of how the Teen Titans help 
Jesse and his brother overcome drug involvement. 

“It is important for children to understand the dangers of 
drug abuse before they become victims,” said J. Michael Law- 
rie, IBM’s Senior Location Manager_in Columbus. “Comic 
books are a unique way of reaching them with the very impor- 
tant message that drugs are dangerous.” 

Each kit includes comic books, a poster, a teachers’ guide 
and other materials to enhance the message. The comic books 
are available in English - and Spanish - language versions. 

IBM is underwriting production of the comic books and 
supplementary material. DC Comics is donating the use of its 
characters, along with the writing, graphics and production 
talent that created this special edition.

Earlier this year, Dr. Frank W. 
Hale, Jr., vice provost for 
minority students expressed 
his concern over the number of 
minority students enrolling at 
Ohio State, “We need to makea 
special effort to attact Black 
youth because the numbers 
have been declining each year 
since 1976. Only 28 percent of 
Black high schoo! graduates 
are going on to college and we 
must take some drastic steps to 
offset that trend.” 

The majority of students 
responding to the college sur- 
vey chose to attend in-state 
colleges. Only one student 
reported attending an east®rn 
ivy League College. Several 
students chose Black institu- 
tions with Central State Uni- 
versity, Wilberforce, Ohio and 
Howard University, Washing- 
ton, D.C. being the clear 
favorites. 

Other traditionally Black 
institutions chosen by Colum- 
bus graduates were Fisk Uni- 
versity, Grambling State, 
Morehouse, Kentucky State 
and Wilberforce University. 

Students choices of majors 
ranged from journalism and 
communications, engineer, 
pre-law, to pre-med. However 
students taking business 
related courses were chosen 
by the majority of students. 

Some students chose 
instead of the four-year college 
or university path, two year 
technical schools, beauty 
schools or the U.S. Armed 
Forces.

Many Columbus high school 
eniors realize that working 
vith the school guidance 
younselor can be the key to 
»eing accepted by the college 
af their choice, Not only are 
juidance counselors often 
able to direct students to a 
suitable college that fits the 
students’ talents and personal- 
ity, but they also are able to 
guide young people and their 
parents through the often 
complex maze of college 
applications and financial aid 
forms. 

To be considered for admis- 
sion, most colleges require 
students to fill out an applica- 
tion, pay a non-refundable 
application fee, complete 
financial aid forms, and send 
copies of their high school 
transcript, and test score 
results. Most colleges prefer to 
receive the complete package 
from the schoo!

To 
date, Inroads nationally has 
over 800 alumni, two of whom 
have been named vice- 
presidents of their respective 
companies. 

The companies supporting 
Inroads reads like a “who's 
who’ of business and industry, 
and includes AT&T, IBM, 
General Motors, General 
Electric, Sears Roebuck, 
Standard Oil of Ohio, Johnson 
and Johnson and Anheuser- 
Busch. 

Inroads chapters already 
exist in Ohio in Cleveland and 
Cincinnati. The Cleveland 
chapter, which was formed 
several years ago, now boasts 
115 interns, and Cincinnati, 80 

Columbus started with a 
first-year group of 38 interns, 
and currently there are 53 slots 
for students. In Columbus, 
there are 27 corporate 
members, including BancO- 
hio, Bank One, and Ameri- 
Tech. Indeed, six of the “Big 
Eight" accounting firms have 
agreed to place Inroads stu- 
dents, Cunningham said.

rience in an area in which they 
will be working. Basically, they 
are management trainees.” 

As such, the program is very 
competitive. Although the pro- 
gram gets students from a wide 
range of onomic back- 
Grounds,the emphasis is on 
quality,” Cunningham says. 

Despite the competitive 
nature of the program, national 
figures show that 86 percent of 
the students who start in 
Inroads finish, and 60 percent 
go to work for the organiza- 
tions that sponsored them. 

Over 90 percent of the stu- 
dents involved in the program, 
both nationally and in Colum- 
bus, are Black, Cunningham 
said. 

Despite the fact that the pro- 
gram has attracted a crass- 
section of students, Cun- 
ningham asserts that ‘we 
specifically try to target the 
poor. Inroads originally started 
out picking students from low- 
income areas.” Inroads is spe- 
cifically looking for students 
with a ‘‘strong desire” to 
succed, and pushing them 
through the business environ- 
ment 

“The assumption (many 
make) is that the better stu- 
dents are middle class, That's 
not always true," Cunningham 
asserts, noting his own expe- 
rience of providing a youngster 
with a tie from his own war- 
drobe to go on a corporate 
interview. 

Columbus has exhibited an 
“excellent” response to the 
program, Cunningham said. 

“Columbus is willing to try 
new, methods of bringing 
(minorities into corporations,” 
Cunningham added. The 
emphasis continues to be on 
moving minorities through the 
various levels within the corpo- 
ration, and that's what we hope 
to do." 

Students must maintain a 2.7 
grade point average once 
enrolled in college to stay in 
the program, Cunningham 
said. While the standard is 
high, Cunningham believes it 
is fair 

“We've got to recognize that 
these students are going to 
compete with every student in 
the marketplace,” and thus

ATHENS -- Despite a 
decrease in college applica- 
tions from minority high 
school students nationwide, 
Ohio University reports a, 15 
percent increase in minority 
applications. 

National statistics show that 
Black undergraduate enrol- 
iments at mostly white col- 
leges, private and public, have 
declined by as much as one- 
half over the past decade, and 
are continuing to fall, says 
Gordon Holly, assistant direc- 
tor of admissions.

Co-op scholar program created 


for minority students at BGSU 


BOWLING GREEN -- A 
steady decline in the number of 
minorities entering colleges 
and universities, especially in 
business and technical fields, 
has led to development of a 
special cooperative education 
Program for Black and His- 
panic students at Bowling 
Green State University. 

Offered through the Univer- 
sity’s Cooperative Education 
Program, the Minority Co-op 
Scholar Program assists Black 
and Hispanic students in 
developing skills and compet- 
encies necessary for success 
in the business world and pro- 
vides support for them through 
a group of specially selected 
faculty members who serve as 
mentors. 

The Cooperative Education 
Program offers students the 
opportunity to combine class- 
room work with practical on- 
the-job experience through 
alternating work assignments 
in business or in government 
agencies. Last year, 448 stu- 
dents were placed in jobs that 
paid them $1,318,910, said Dr.

Bruce Smith, director: of the 
program. 

Smith, who davaopee the 
Minority Co-op Program with 
Dr. Jack Taylor, assistant vice 
president for minority affairs, 
said that Black and Hispanic 
students have generally not 
gone into the technical and 
business fields where most co- 
op programs exist: He said 
minority students need to learn 
more about the cooperative 
education opportunities that 
exist for them and how those 
opportunities can lead to jobs 
following graduation. 

Important to the Minority 
Co-op Program's success, said 
Taylor, is the faculty mentors’ 
willingness to work closely 
with an assigned student. The 
guidance and individual atten- 
tion they give to the 18 stu- 
dents in the program is the key 
to creating interest among the 
students, he said. 

Dr. Faith Jackson, an asso- 
ciate professor of communica- 
tion disorders and a faculty 
mentor, said, “My great hope is

Students are selected on the 
basis of being a computer 
science or business or related 
major and academic potential, 
Smith said. 

Activities for students in the 
program include company vis- 
its, on-campus sessions on 
topics such as resume writing, 
interviewing and career oppor- 
tunities, and presentations by 
minority business persons. 

Smith said the program 
hopes to achieve the long- 
range goals of providing finan- 
cial support for minority stu- 
dents, increasing the number 
of Black and Hispanic students 
and attracting more co-op 
companies to the University. 

One company has already 
shown a great deal of interest 
in the Minority Co-op Program. 
A $2,000 grant to support the 
program was recently given by 
the Mead Foundation. The 
Mead Corporation has its own 
minority scholars co-op pro- 
gram for engineering, compu- 
ter science and accounting 
majors.

50 high school teams set 


for academic championships 


Four hundred high school 
students and coaches are 
expected to come to Columbus 
in June when Ohio State Uni- 
versity hosts the National Aca- 
demic Championships (NAC). 

About 50 high school teams 
will participate in the national 
contest June 14-21. Tourna- 
ments to determine the final 50 
teams have been taking place 
around the country this spring. 

The contest is similar to cen- 
tral Ohio's “In the Know" com- 
petition where two four- 
member teams are quizzed on 
science, math, literature and 
history during timed competi- 
tions. 

Teams are expected to 
attend from as far as California 
and Florida and possibly the 
Virgin Islands. Central Ohio 
teams have two guaranteed 
spots in the competition. 

This will be the fifth NAC 
competition, but the first that 
Ohio State has hosted. Edward 
H. Jennings, president of Ohio 
State, said the event will 
represent the university's 
“commitment to the concept of 
excellence in education.” 

“The university's support of 
the National Academic Cham- 
pionships provides an oppor- 
tunity to actively demonstrate 
to America’s young people, 
their dedicated teachers, and 
to the Américan public that our 
nation’s institutions of higher 
education do support and 
encourage their pursuit of 
exemplary achievementin 
academics,” Jennings said. 

Moderator will be Chip Beall 
of Worthington, Ohio, execu- 
tive director of the National 
Academic Association and 
owner of Questions Unlimited, 
&@ Worthington business that 
supplies questians for the 
contests. 

“the NAC iis a lively fast- 
paced quiz show featuring 
bright high school students; 
Beall said. “Similar contests 
are held around ‘the country 
but called by a variety of 
hames, including ‘Academic 
Challenge’ in Cleveland, ‘High 


School Bowl' in Toledo, 
“Brainstorming’ in Long 
Island, “Brain Brawl’ in Jack- 
sonville (Fla.), and ‘Head to 
Head’ in Washington, D.C.” 

All contests are free and 
open to the public and will be at 
Ohio State's Fawcett Center 
for Tomorrow, 2400 Olentangy 
River Road. The quarter-final, 
semi-final, championship 
games and an all-star matchup 
will be taped at WOSU-TV stu- 
dios at the Fawcett Center and 
aired locally this summer: The 
broadcast will be offered to 
public stations around the 
country. 

The team that wins the 
national championship will 
receive a trophy. Currently, no 
scholarship money is availa- 
ble, Beall said. 

He noted that Ohio has the 
most active high school quiz 
show program in the country. 
There are at least 45 tourna- 
ments im the state annually, 
each attracting between six 


and 50 Ohio teams. 

Central Ohio has about 50 
“Inthe Know” teams at schools 
systems including Bexley, 
Columbus Public Schools, 
Grove City, Groveport, Lon- 
don, Upper Arlington, Wester- 
ville and Worthington. 

“The local competition isone 
of the finest in the country, 
even though it hasn't produced 
any national champions yet,” 
Beall said. 

James G. Hyre, superin- 
tendent of the Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools, said the competi- 
tion offers to academic 
accomplishment the same 
recognition as that accorded 
athletic achievement. 

“The national tournament is 
a showcase for what is good 
about our American system of 
education,” he said. The 
broadcasts on public television 
stations will send a very posi-.' 
tive message to people across 
the country about central 
Ohio's commitment:to edu- 
cation.”
